It  took  five  months  of  planning,  but  the  World 
War  II  Commemorative  Celebration  coming  up  this 
Saturday  is  expected  to  be  one  of  the  biggest  celebrations 
Mattapoisett  will  have  the  honor  of  hosting.  It  will  also  be 
an  emotional  experience  for  those  who  will  remember 
loved  ones  they  have  lost,  or  for  those  who  survived  the 
war. 

"I  guarantee  you,  there  won't  be  a  dry  eye  there.  It 
( the  end  World  War  II)  brought  everybody  together,  it 
touches  everyone.  It  touched  me,  then  my  daughter,  then 
her  kids,  right  up  until  now.  It  brought  everybody  towards 
working  for  peace,"  said  Veteran's  Agent  for  Mattapoisett 
and  Rochester,  Harvey  Blanchette. 

Fifty  years  ago,  in  1945,  four  fearful  years  of  war 
ended  in  a  victory  for  America  and  a  defeat  of  Hitler, 
Germany  and  the  militarists  of  Japan.  In  a  great 
outpouring  of  courage  and  endurance  by  the  men  and 
women  both  in  the  military  force  and  on  the  home  front, 
our  way  of  life  was  defended.  From  the  Mattapoisett  area, 
hundreds  of  young  men  and  women  left  their  homes  to 
fight  in  foreign  lands.  Their  courage  and  sacrifices  stand  as 
models  of  patriotism. 

On  August  6, 1945,  the  dropping  of  the  atomic 
bomb  on  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki  three  days  later, 
signaled  the  end  of  World  War  II.  When  informed  that 
each  city  was  completely  destroyed  by  a  single  bomb. 
Emperor  Hirohito  stated, "  We  must  put  an  end  to  the  war 
as  speedily  as  possible  so  that  this  tragedy  will  not  be 
repeated."  On  August  15, 1945,  the  Emperor  informed  his 
people  that  Japan  would  surrender  to  Allied  Forces.  It  was 
not  until  September  2, 1945,  however,  when  General 
Douglas  MacArthur ,  along  with  Admirals  Nimitz  and 
Halsey,  accepted  the  signing  of  the  Instruments  of 
Surrender  by  Japanese  forces.  The  surrender  took  place 
aboard  the  battleship  USS  Missouri,  which  was  anchored 
in  Tokyo  Bay,  Japan.  Much  of  the  world  considers  August 
15, 1945  to  be  Victory  Day  over  Japan  (V-J  Day).  In  the 
United  States,  however,  September  2, 1945,  the  day  Japan 
signed  over  the  Instruments  of  Surrender,  is  officially 
recognized  as  V-J  Day.

He  was  serving  as  a  Staff 
Sergeant  with  the  21st  Infantry  when  the  Japanese  Navy 
precipated  World  War  II  by  a  devastating  sneak  air  attack 
on  the  island,  causing  considerable  loss  of  life  and  serious 
damage  to  ships,  aircraft  and  property.  In  the  spring  of 
1942  he  was  ordered  to  the  Officers  Candidate  School  at 
Fort  Benning,  Georgia,  where  he  was  commissioned  2nd 
Lieutenant.  Having  volunteered  for  parachute  duty,  he 
was  then  sent  to  parachute  school.  Following  graduation 
he  was  assigned  for  a  short  period  to  the  507th  Parachute 
Regiment  as  platoon  leader,  where  he  was  promoted  to  1st 
Lieutenant. 

He  was  then  cadred  to  the  511th  PIR,  a  new  unit 
being  formed,  as  a  company  commander.  He  commanded 
company  "F"  though  its  formation,  training  and  overseas 
to  the  Pacific  Theater,  as  part  of  the  11th  airborne  Division, 
progressing  from  New  Guinea  to  the  Phillipines.  He  led

"It's  our  job  to  pursue  state  funds,  not  to  do  this  own  our  own, 
it  would  be  a  disaster,"  he  added.  The  road  is  defined  as  a 
"rural  minor  collector"  which  means  there  are  no  federal  funds 
available  for  the  roadway,  he  said.  "We  need  the  assistance  of 
the  legislative  body,  I  hope  to  get  help  from  them,"  he  noted. 
Mr.  McCourt  informed  Mr.  Lambalot  the  road  should  be 
widened  to  a  30  foot  layout  with  either  two  11  foot  lanes  or  two 
12  foot  lanes  with  a  sidewalk  and  shoulders.  "We  have  nine  and 
a  half  foot  lanes  (which  vary  in  width  in  different  areas)  now. 
We  would  be  adding  12, 18  or  20  inches  to  each  lane,"

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

September  11,  1995 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday, 
September  11  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  Michael 
Murphy.  Also  present  were  Selectman  Lorraine  Roy 
Hawkes,  Selectman  David  L.  Hughes  and 
Administrative  Secretary  Shirley  A.  Ferreira. 

At  7:05  pm,  a  hearing  was  held  for  the  license 
of  Gibbs  V.  Bray,  Trustee  of  Magnolia  Realty  Trust  for 
the  storage  of  32,000  gallons  of  fuel  at  565 
Rounseville  Road  (Plumb  Corner). 

Mr.  Al  Trakimas,  the  engineer  representing 
the  Magnolia  Realty  Trust,  explained  that  the 
proposal  includes  two  10,000  gallon  storage  tanks 
for  gasoline  and  one  12,000  tank  for  the  storage  of 
diesel  fuel  for  a  self-service  gas  station  in  Rochester. 
He  said  monitoring  wells  would  be  placed  at  the 
four  comers  of  the  tank  well  and  a  reservoir  at  the 
top  of  the  tanks  so  they  can  be  inspected  manually 
as  well  as  electronically.  "They  will  be  electronically 
monitored  to  tell  if  there  is  a  leak,  by  the  levels  going 
down,  or  if  there  is  a  leak  in  the  inner  walls.  There 
will  be  continuous  monitoring  24-hours  a  day.  There 
is  also  overfiD  protection;  once  the  tank  reaches  90 
percent  full,  it  slows  down  and  alerts  the  tank

operator  he's  reaching  the  full  point  on  the  tank,"  he 
explained.  The  tanks  have  several  leak  detectors  and 
sensors  placed  all  over  to  alert  the  tank  operator 
exactly  where  the  problem  is."  The  main  item  is  the 
safety  factor,  all  the  controls  are  automatic,  and  the 
attendant  on  duty  has  the  ability  to  shut  it  down 
manually,"  he  noted. 

Chairman  Murphy  asked  where  these 
controls  would  be  located  on  the  facility. 
Mr.  Trakimas  said  they  would  be  installed  in  the 
attendant's  area,  where  they  would  be  alerted  both 
visually  and  audibly.  When  asked  about  the 
structure  of  the  station,  he  said  the  building  itself 
would  be  eight  feet  by  20  feet  long,  and  have  a 
handicap  accessible  restroom.  He  also  explained  to 
Selectman  Hughes  there  would  be  a  canopy  over  the 
tanks  to  protect  customers  from  inclement  weather. 
"It'll  look  just  like  the  Mobil  in  Mattapoisett,"  he 
said  about  the  canopy.  He  assured  Selectmen  there 
would  also  be  fire  extinguisher  materials  on  the  site. 

Selectmen  Hughes  said  the  sole  purpose  of 
the  hearing  is  to  grant  or  not  to  grant  the  license  for 
the  tarvk. 

Mr.  Trakimas  said  on  the  site  there  would  be 
two  islands  with  one  pump  on  each  island  where 
customers  would  be  able  to  get  three  different 
grades  of  gasoline.  Off  to  the  side,  there  will  be  a 
separate  fuel  dispenser  for  diesel  fuel  to  make  it 
easier  for  the  traffic  flow. 

Selectman  Hughes  said  he  wanted  to  know 
what  the  finish  of  the  building  would  be.

determined,  but  it  is  very  flexible.  Selectman  Hughes 
said  he  was  concerned  about  the  overall  appearance 
as  well.  "I'm  interested  in  the  historical  aspect,  I'm 
opposed  to  neon  lights,  I  think  it  would  take  away 
from  the  atmosphere... I  guess  I'd  fight  the  golden 
arches  if  McDonald's  wanted  to  go  in  here,"  he 
joked.

Chief  Ashworth  said  the  State  Fire  Marshall  assured 
him  when  dealing  with  a  big  name  company,  they 
usually  go  straight  by  the  book.

She  also  asked  who  would 
respond  if  they  went  off  at  a  time  when  no  attendant 
would  be  available.  Mr.  Trakimas  told  her  the 
sensors  were  only  audible  from  inside  the  building. 
He  also  said  if  they  went  off  at  3:00  am,  the 
attendants  wouldn't  know  about  it  until  they  came 
in  the  next  morning  unless  they  were  tied  into  the 
fire  station. 

Selectman  Hughes  explained  the  location  is 
not  next  to  a  prime  aquifer  like  the  Mattapoisett 
River.  Ms.  Chamberlain  noted  the  site  is  a  half  a  mile 
away  from  the  wells  at  Mary's  Pond.  She  was  also

concemed  about  traffic.  "If  all  of  these  roads  are 
comirig  in,  it's  an  accident  waiting  to  happen,  you 
have  an  awful  lot  of  traffic  coming  into  that  area," 
she  said. 

Selectman  Hughes  said  it  was  a  state 
approved  plan  and  that  the  Board  of  Appeals  and 
the  planning  board  should  take  into  consideration 
the  general  appearance  of  the  site.  A  driveway  wiU 
also  be  paved  for  an  entrance  into  the  location  across 
from  the  convenience  store. 

Selectman  Hughes  made  a  motion  to  grant 
the  license,  it  passed  unanimously. 

Following  the  hearing,  Selectmen  read  a 
letter  written  from  Town  Counsel  Everett  Marder 
concerning  the  conduct  of   Rochester  Police  Officers 
who  answered  a  citizen  complaint  on  May  11, 1995 
at  Walnut  Plain  Road.  According  to  the  letter  written 
by  Mr.  Marder,  "The  Police  dispatcher  received  a 
call... the  caller  identified  that  someone  was  to  break 
about  to  break  into  her  house.  Two  police  officers 
went  to  the  scene  followed  by  Lt.  Simpson.  Three 
youths  were  identified  at  the  scene,  arrested  and 
brought  to  the  Rochester  Police  Station.  1  had  the 
opportunity  to  question  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ziobro  and  Lt. 
Simpson.  We  learned  that  by  agreement  of  the  judge 
and  the  District  Court,  the  attorney  representing  the 
Ziobro  family  and  the  district  attorney,  the  charges 
brought  against  the  Ziobro  youth  were  dismissed 
without  a  hearing.  Having  reviewed  the  entire 
available  record  in  this  case,  I  can  only  conclude  that 
there  is  no  evidence  of  intentional  or  negligent 
misconduct  by  members  of  the  Rochester  Police 
force.  There  was  however,  sufficient  reason  to 
believe  that  there  had  been  wrongdoing  by  one  or 
more  of  the  youths  arrested  on  Walnut  Plain  Road 
on  May  11, 1995.  The  police  were  called  to  the  scene 
of  an  alleged  breaking  and  entering  by  a  distraught

female  citizen.  They  clearly  identified  that  the  three 
youths  found  at  or  near  the  scene  were  involved 
either  directly  or  indirectly  in  the  incident  about 
which  they  were  called.  They  ascertained  that  there 
was  alcohol  involved  and  that  one  or  more  youths 
were  under  the  influence.  In  my  opinion  proper 
police  procedures  would  require  the  arrest  and 
transport  from  the  scene  to  the  police  station  of  the 
three  youths  and  the  notification  to  their  parents... If 
there  was  error  committed  by  the  police  here,  it  was 
in  the  formulation  of  the  charges  brought  against 
these  youths.  Based  on  the  information  available  at 
the  time  and  at  the  scene,  the  charges  may  well  have 
appeared  justified  by  the  evidence.  In  retrospect, 
however,  the  charges  should  have  been  limited  to 
vandalism,  drunk  and  disorderly  conduct(by  one  or 
more  youths),  and  destruction  of  private  property... 
The  more  serious  problem  here,  in  my  opinion,  and 
one  that  the  Police  Chief  and  Board  of  Selectmen 
need  to  address  is  this  failure  of  the  police  to 
conduct  a  follow-up  investigation  regarding  the 
incident."
